Rugglea eacapod into tha wooda In 
tha platol battle aad oflloera eould aot 
looato him but It davelopaHuU ho got 
to Mt Carmal where firat aid waa 
given him by a pbyaioiaa aad ha was 
than rushed to the local hoapital. 

Deputy Sheriff McOlIl arrived here 
from Vanceburg Saturday morning 
and KuKKle« was placed under arrest 
at the hospital. While bla wounds arc 
of a Borlous nature, belnt; shot twice 
In the li'fl arm. they arc not thought 
to bo of a fatal nature. 

Circuit Judge W C Halbert, of the 
Lewis Circuit Court, has iHsued an 
order for tho Immediate removal of 
Ruggles to the CatlettsburB Jail ami 
Sherlir Frank Lyklns, armed with tho 
removal order, is expected to arrive In 
Mayaville Saturday afternoon. Rug- 
glaa wUI thaa be takaa to CaUottoburg 
Saturday night by tha Lewla county 
anthorltlaa and oonflned la tho Jail at 
that place for safe keeplag. 

Immediately upon offleera learaiag 
Friday night that Ruggles was a pa- 
tient at Hayswood Hospital, a guard 
was placed on the hospital and there 
has been a Ruard on watch constantly 
all day Siiturdny to pravaat the es- 
cape of the prisoner. 

Deputy Sheriff McGill told the story 
of the shootlUK here Saturday sayinj; 
that ho waa armed with an order of 
court to deliver Ruggles to Vanceburg 
on an old charge. It appeara that Rug- 
glea was some time ago arrested on 
a atatutory charge and to save himself 
a tana la the penitentiary, married tho 
yonac womap maklag the charge. He 
la BOW charged with mlstreatmant ot 
the yosBt woBiaa aad- daatrttoa aad 
be was ordered arraated by the court 
on thIa old charge. The Deputy Sheriff 
and a constable drove to Epworth 
Thursday and their car was stopped 
In front of a blacksmith shop, where 
RugRles was worklnc. As the con- 
stable Junui' d <'"t of the car, HurkIci 
appeared at the door with a revolver 
In his hand and began firing. Mr. Mc- 
Gill drew his revolver and llrod at 
Ruggles as he steppM out of his auto- 
mobile. The first shot the sheriff 
fired, struck Ruggles in tho left arm 
but he continued to pour bullets at the 
oflloera, tearing many holea in the 
automoMlab Bogglea waa armed with 
two autOBiatIo ravolvara. Ho raa be- 
hlad tha automobile aad broke for the 
wooda ,whara the oflloera loat him. 

Ruggles haa the reputati'oa of being 
a "bad man" la Lawla oouaty. Ha has 
been very handy with hla revolvers, 
according to the offlccrs ,and on two 
other occasions Doimty Sheriff McCill 
has bad pistol battles with him.

AMZKICA BALKS AGAIN. 

" The President has felt impeUed to decline the im itation to take 
part in tho adjourned session o fthe Genoa conference at Tlie Hagfue, 
or wherever it n>av be called. Mr. Hughes deelaifw that this govern- 
ment is profoundly interested in the economice recover>- of Russia, 
but feels that the present suggestions ahre • lacking in detmiteness 
and concludes that it cannot helpfully participate. 

Without attempting to outline the plan which has been cabled 
to AVashington. and which seems anything but indefinite to a layman, 
the situation in Europe, it may be said, has reached such .i pass that 
it becomes a serious question whether the United States, where purely 
political questions are not involved, can any longer afford to stand 
aside on the ground of consistency or mere technicalities. The Pn-.si- 
dent is reported to have felt, when the invitation came to participate 
in the Genoa conference, that his administration faced the greatest 
crisis which lias developed since he was inaugurated. 

The present hour is even more critical than the day on which the 
Powers met at Genoa. Sir George Paish says that wiiile that con- 
fercuee has not attained the results which were hoped for, things 
have not been left as thoy were. Matters are more seriously compli- 
cated than before, and "all hope now rests with America. Will she 
respond to the opportunity? Will she employ her extraordinary 
power for the purpose of preservinfr mankind from the greatest polit- 
ical and economic danger and the greatest sufferini,' to whicii it lias 
ever ben exposed f Will she preserve life in a manner never accom- 
plished before t Will she save world civilization, including her own 
from disastrous ivaetion? The dailger demands that Aineriea now 
display her great power for good, in her own way. to its fullest extent, 
and take upon herself that leadership of mankind wliicii will l.rinp 
nations on to a higrlier plane of international friendship. The world 
problems can he overcome, not by the Europeanization of America, 
but b ythe Americanization of the world." 

In the invitation which Premier Facta has evtenHed to this gov- 
emment to have an oflBeial representative on the mixed commission 
whicli will meet at The Hat;ue on June 15th. it is expres.sly .stipulated 
that the United States will not be bound b ythe decisions reached, but 
that Europe needs most of all ito radvice atid the moderating influ- 
ence of her pi i si iiec at the r )uueil board. 

Lord Norlhclili'e declared several mouths ago that what Europe 
needs above all is a chairman like Mr. Hugher. Would not Mr. Root 
fiU the bill? 

Sir (leorge may be wroung, and Mr. Hughes may be right, but 
there are many signs pointing in both directions, and one thing, at 
least, may be confidently asserted : the world is at the parting of the 
ways.

SAILSOADS OSDEKINa EQUIPMENT 

It is indi.sputaMe that, despite many drawbaeks in the trans- 
portation and iiidiLstrial world.s, there are numerous indications that 
a marked revival in business is anticipated. A careful review of 
aome pliases of th^ situation makes this presentation of the case: 
"That the railroads of the United States are preparing lor increased 
business activity, whicli is predicted for tlie later months of the year, 
is indicated by the number of freight cars and Idcomo^ves contracted 
for thus far during the current year. Ordera for etjuipment-have been 
mrasually hcaxy in the last few weeks. Actual orders thus far in 
1922 approximate 5U,000 cars, including the order for 16,U00 cars an- 
nounced by the New York Central Railroad laat week." 

It is stated that the orders for the present week will bo the larfr- 
est since VJld. which railroad men have characterized us the last 
normal year so far as ordering' railroad equipment is concerned. Dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1922, ending with March, the total orders 
placed were : 29,281 freight cars, 420 passenger cars und ninety loco- 
motives. Since April 1 the orders have continued to pour in, the fig- 
ures being given as follows: 5,010 freight cars, 493 paaaengers cars 
and eighty locomotives. It will be seen that the orders for passenger 
ears for April exceed in number those for the preceding three months, 
while the orders for locomotives almost equal those for that period. 
That means a marked increaae in expensive railroad equipment— paa- 
senger oars an dlocomotives. 

These facts and figures come from Tiie liailway Age, which is 
excellent u utliority. That publication, alluding to .some recent Or- 
ders, says: "A feature of the 1922 freight car business has been the, 
mte of the orders, as evideneed by the New York Central's 16,000, 
the Burlington's 7.:)00. the St. Paul's 4,000, the Norfolk and AVest- 
em's 4,500 and the Pacific Fruit Express' .3,300.-" The story is told 
at conaiderable length, with addition of other detaiila, and this con- 
clusion is reached : "By and large, things feel optimistic and enthusi- 
aeticaUy optimistic at that." It affords ground for believing better 
timea in the tranaportation luisiness are at hand.— Tioy Timea

Washington. May 27.— "Wet" forces 
in tbe House joined hands Friday to 
gat action on Represei^tlTe HlU'a 
local opUon bill permitting the sale 
and manutacture of 2.76 per cent, beer 
and cider and "dandelion wine" which 
now is becoming dust-covered in a 
pigeon hole in the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

A written request, signed by fifty 
House members, waa sent to the com- 
mittee Friday afternoon asking for a 
prompt report on the meaaure and an 
apportunlty to vote on It, aocordlng 
to an announcement from Mr. Hill. 
These House members Informed the 
committee that tbey believe a vote 
should be taken on the meaaure before 
summer vacation. 

The bill, which is said to have been 
indorsed by the Baltimore City Coun- 
.<il and also by many other municipali- 
ties and chambers of commerce, 
would bring the "beer and wine" issue 
to a "showdown." It would allow 
each Congressional distcist to con- 
titute a Federal local option, and the 
voters would decide at the November 
election whether they want beer and 
cider, as provided. 

Beer ia defined in the bill as mean- 
ing a beverage obtained by the alco- 
hollc fermentation of an infusion or 
deeoctloa of barl«r, malt and hops in 
drinkable water containing not more 
than 3:76 per centum of alcohol by 
volume. Cider means any beverage 
obtained by the natural fermentation 
of apple or other fruit, vegetable or 
herb Juii es containing not more than 
75 per centum of alcohol by volume.
